W a s h in g to n , Jan. 14.—There was no 
abatement In the interest exhibited here 
in all the incidents connected with the 
bitter attack made Thursday by Com­ 
missary General Eagan upon General 
Neilton a . Miles. As might have been 
expected, a matter of this official con­ 
sequence was sure to attract the atten­ 
tion of the president and in consequence 
a greater part of the session of the 
cabinet was given to its consideration. 
rlhe principals in the case, Generals 
Miles aud Eagan, contributed little to 
the controvert, but the war investi­ 
gating commission acted promptly to 
redress the unroot put upon the board 
itseit, as the members regarded it, con- 
tained in the excessive language used 
by Oeuerai Eagan. 
Toe commission regretted that Gen­ 
eral E a g a n proceeded a s tar us he did 
and ii was explained that tde vitupera­ 
tive na lure oi Hie testimony was a com­ 
plete surprise to the commission and 
that but lur the rapidity with which 
General Eagan read ms long statement 
and the ub&oroing vehemence ot its ue- 
livu y, ho would have been cheeked at 
the time. One member ot the commis­ 
sion said tiny, ne was about to move 
tout toe witness be called to order, but 
decided not to, believing iroin the 
heated way in which Eagan spoke such 
peremptory action might precipitate 
some controversy. 
'ine rejection of the testimony as it 
stands was unanimously voted at the 
executive session preceding toe public 
session. 
At Uhs time there was consid­ 
erable discus^on on the point of the 
use ol sucn language as taking advant­ 
age of the witness stand, but the gen­ 
eral opinion was expressed that the 
course tuaeu in not intcrteriug with toe 
testimony during its delivery and then 
caretuny considering its propriety was 
the best.

FIRST TOOK ILL WITH THE GRIP. 


The Funeral to Occur Monday In th e 


House of R epresentatives—Body to B e 
Taken to M aine—Hale's T ribute—Sketch 
of His Career. 


W ABINGTON, Jan. 14.—Hon. Nelson 
Dinglev of Maine, leader of the Repub­ 
lican side on the floor of the house of 
representatives and representing the 
Second congressional district of Maine 
in that body, died here last night about 
10:80 of heart failure resulting from ex­ 
treme weakness, due to double pneu­ 
monia, which started with aa attack of

grip. He was unconscious during most 
of the day, and death came quietly 
without consciousness being regained. 
There were present at the time Mrs. 
Dingley, Miss Edith Dingley, Messrs. 
E. N. and A. H. Dingley, sons of the 
deceased, Mr. James C. Hooe, an inti­ 
mate friend of the family, Dr. Deale, 
one of the physicians who has been at­ 
tending him throughout his illness, and 
tho two nurses. To within a few hours 
before his death the family firmly be­ 
lieved, as they have throughout his ill­ 
ness, that Mr. Dingley would recover, 
arid it was only when it became appar­ 
ent that he was dying that they gath­ 
ered at his bedside. 
In speaking of Mr. Diugley’s death, 
Senator Ha e said: 
In the present condition of public affairs 
Governor Dingley’.* death is a very great na­ 
tional loss. In all questions relating to finance, 
to the revenue* of the country and to the ad­ 
justm ent of great fiscal questions, Mr. Ding­ 
ley was above all others in authority. It is 
difficult to say who can take his place. He 
had the confidence of his associates in the 
house, the confidence of th e senate, the confi­ 
dence of the president and the confidence of 
the entire country. Maine w ill especially la­ 
m ent him. Early and late he had devoted 
himself to the interests of the state and w ith­ 
out distinction of party and her people be­ 
lieved m his fidelity, patriotism and wisdom. 
The funeral will be conducted ac the 
house of representatives on Monday 
next. The body will be taken to the 
house about IO o’clock aud there lie in 
state until noon, when services will be 
conducted in the presence of the house 
and senate. About 4:20 in the after­ 
noon the funeral party will leave over 
tne Pennsylvania railroad for Lewiston, 
Me., arriving there about 2 o’clock 
Tuesday afternoon. 
Further services 
will be held at the family residence in 
Lewiston on Wednesday. The inter­ 
ment will bo in that city. The services 
in the house of renreseutatives probably 
will be conducted by Rev. 8. M. .New­ 
man, pastor of the First Congregational 
church, which Mr. Dingley was accus­ 
tomed to attend while 
residing in 
Washington. 


Nelson Dingley, Jr., was born in Durham , 
Androscoggin county, Me . Feb 15, lfsug son of 
Nelson ann Jane (Lam bert) Dingley. 
At IT he taught a w inter school in the town 
of China, ll miles from homo, and he continued 
to teach w inters while fitting for college. En­ 
tering W aterville college (now Colby univer­ 
sity) in Iso* he rem ained there a year and a 
half and then became a student a t D artm outh 
college, from which institution he graduated 
in lSao. Mr. Dingh y studied law in ls55-56 
with M orrill dc Fessenden u t A uburn, and in 
the latter year he was admi Ut d to the bar. 
Instead of entering upon the practice of law 
he decided to befume a journalist. In Sept- 
temiler, IKM, 
he 
purchased the Lewiston 
Journal, of which he had been practically tne 
editor while studying law and to which in lvil 
he added an ally edition.

Assuming th a t the United States will 
snbsidize a company to lay a cable from 
the P hilippines to San ¿^anoisco, the 
first landing place would be in the H a­ 
w aiian Islands. 
The next possession of 
the U nited States is the island of Guam, 
in the Ladrones, w hich is about 3,100 
nautical miles west of H aw aii. 
From 
this island to the m ainland of Luzon, 
in the Philippines, is about 650 nautical 
miles. 
The longest cable now operated is that 
from Brest to New York, w hich is 3,080 
nautical miles iu length. 
The cost of 
cables iiioreases w ith their length in a 
geometrical ratio, the dillionlty of w ork­ 
ing them increases about as rapidly. 
Kenieinbering th at the cost of the New 
Yorii-Brest cable was greater than th at 
of any other cable ever laid, it is readily 
seen th at the constrnotiou of the A m er­ 
ican transpacific cable, involving the 
line between H aw aii and G uam , may 
well be approached w ith caution. 
The 
solution of the difficulty is in the acqui­ 
sition of an island of the Caroline group. 
In connection w ith the Pacific cable 
a very iuterestiug question arises. From 
whence is the gutta percba for this g i­ 
gantic cable to come? Every w hisper of 
the construction of a transpacifio line 
sends the gutta m arket a t Singapore up 
by leaps ami bounds. 
The ruling price 
of the gum is the highest that has ever 
obtained. It is stated— on w hat auth or­ 
ity it is hard to say— th at the visible 
supply of gutta is iusuflioieut for the 
task aud that if this cable is laid it w ill 
be the last— the last w ith a gutta percba 
insulation at least — Engineering Mag­ 
azine.

The 
One Hundred and Nineteenth 
Psalm 1« the longest and most elaborate 
of all the psalms. 
It is an alphabetical 
psalm, having a stanza composed of 
eight verses for each of the 22 letters ot 
the Hebrew alphabet. 
Each verse con­ 
sists of two numbers only, each of 
which begins with the same letter of the 
alphabet. 
The subject of the psalm is 
the law of God, aud it is practically an 
exjjunsion of the Nineteenth Psalm. The 
author is unknown. 
The topic suggests the idea th at life 
is a journey, a going either toward God 
or from (iod. The psalmist iu the topic­ 
al reference declares that he is going 
toward God, directed by His law and 
testimonies. If we w ant to travel in the 
same direction, the word of God is our 
only true guide. 
“ Thy word is a lamp 
unto my feet aud a light unto my path. ’’ 
The only way to go G od’s way is to fol­ 
low His law. 
W hat we m ight call the 
steps iu this way are pointed out iu the 
topical reference. 
1. The first step is consideration and 
decision to go God’s way, as pointinl 
out by His law (verse 57), “ 1 have said 
that I would keep Thy words. ” 
This 
decision shows that there has been due 
consideration 
of the question. 
The 
psalmist has doubtless earnestly consid­ 
ered the m atter as to which is the better 
way to go, w ith the law of God or 
against it, and has wisely concluded 
tliat he will keep G od’s word. 
This is 
the first 
step tow’ard traveling w ith 
Ciod. We must decide to do so, and a ft­ 
er due consideration who can fail to 
come to the same conclusioii? Personal 
interest, duty, destiny, demand obedi­ 
ence to tiod’s law. 
If men considered 
the matter more thoroughly aud earnest­ 
ly, mure would decide to go God’s way. 
Thoughtlessness is largely the canso of 
godJes.sness. 
If we thought more upon 
our ways, we would more readily turn 
our feet unto G od’s testimonies. 
2. The second step is the study of 
God’s law. 
The law of (iod m ust be 
sttulied aud know’u to be practiced. 
If 
we were blind, no light could guide us. 
ignorance 
is 
blindness. 
It reípiires 
knowledge of G od’s law’ to make it of 
value to us. Wo should study it prayer­ 
fully, systematically, earnestly aud con­ 
stantly. Then we are iu position to fol­ 
low the direction it points us. 
3. The th ird step is the practice of 
G od’s law. “ I thought on m y ways aud 
turned my feet unto Thy testimonies. 1 
made haste and delayed not to keep Thy 
commandiiients.” 
Uonsideration, deci­ 
sion aiui study are valueless w ithout ac­ 
tion, without practice. The prodigal son 
thuught, decided and acted. He said, “ 1 
will arise and go to my fath er,’’ and he 
also “ arose and w e nt.” 
Practice alone 
will make o« r decisions effective. 
Two incidental characteristics of one 
traveling (itod’s way are thanksgiving 
and association w ith those of the same 
manner of life. 
“ At m idnight I will 
arise and give thanks to Thee because 
of Thy righteous judgiuents. 
I am the 
companion of ail them that fear Thee 
and of them that keep Thy precepts” 
(verses 62, 63).

THE PACIFIC CABLE 


It la Said the V isible Snpply of Rub­ 
ber May Be Insufficient. 
Assuming that the United States will 
subsidize a company to lay aoable from 
the Philippines to San Francisco, the 
first landing place would be in the Ha­ 
waiian Islands. The next possession of 
the United States is the island of Guam, 
in the Ladrones, which is about 8,100 
nautical miles west of Hawaii. From 
this island to the mainland of Luzon, 
in the Philippines, is about 650 nautical 
miles. 
The longest cable now operated is that 
from Brest to New York, which is 8,080 
nautical miles in length. The cost of 
cables increases with their length in a 
geometrical ratio, thediilionlty of work­ 
ing them increases about as rapidly. 
Remembering that the cost of the New 
York-Brest cable was greater than that 
of any other cabio ever laid, it is readily 
seen that the construction of the Amer­ 
ican transpacific oable, involving the 
line between Hawaii and Guam, may 
well be approached with cantion. The 
solution of the difficulty is in the acqui­ 
sition of an island of the Caroline group. 
In connection with the Pacific oable 
a very interesting question arises. From 
whence is the gutta percba for this gi­ 
gantic cable to come? Every whisper of 
the construction of a transpacific line 
sends the gutta market at Singapore up 
by leaps and bounds. The ruling price 
of the gum is the highest that has ever 
obtained. It is stated—on what author- 
‘ ity it is hard to say—that the visible 
supply of gutta is insufficient for the 
task and that if thiscable is laid it will 
be the last—the last with a gutta percba 
insulation at least —Engineering Mag­ 
azine.

THE PACIFIC CABLE. 


It la S a id t h e V i s i b l e S u p p l y o f R o b ­ 
b e r M a y B e I n s u f f i c i e n t . 
Assuming that the United States will 
subsidize a company to lay a cable from 
the Philippines to San Francisco, the 
first landing place would be in the Ha­ 
waiian Islands. The next possession of 
the United States is the island of Guam, 
in the Ladrones, which is about 8,100 
nautical miles west of Hawaii. 
From 
this island to the mainland of Lnzon, 
in the Philippines, is about 650nautical 
miles. 
The longest cable now operated is that 
from Brest to New York, which is 8,080 
nautical miles in length. 
The cost of 
cables increases with their length in a 
geometrical ratio, the difficulty of work­ 
ing them increases about as rapidly. 
Remembering that the cost of the New 
York-Brest cable was greater than that 
of any other cabio ever laid, it is readily 
seen that the construction of the Amer­ 
ican transpacific oable, involving the 
line between Hawaii and Guam, may 
well bo approached with caution. 
The 
solution of the difficulty is in the acqui­ 
sition of an island of the Caroline group. 
In connection with the Pacific oable 
a very interesting question arises. From 
whence is the gutta percba for this gi­ 
gantic cabio to come? Every whisper of 
the construction of a transpacific line 
sends the gutta market at Singapore up 
by leaps and bounds. 
The ruling price 
of the gum is the highest that has ever 
obtained.

The One Hundred and Nineteenth 
Phh I in I* the longest and most elaborate 
of all the psalms. It is an alphabetical 
psalm, having a stanza composed of 
eight verses for each of the 22 letters of 
the Hebrew alphabet. 
Each verse con­ 
sists of two numbers only, each of 
which b eg in s with the same letter of the 
alphabet. 
The subject of the psalm is 
the law of God, and it is practically an 
expansion of the Nineteenth Psalm. The 
author is unknown. 
The topic su g g e sts the idea that life 
is a journey, a going either toward God 
or from God. The psalmist in tho topic­ 
al reference declares that he is going 
toward God, directed by His law and 
testimonies. If we want to travel in the 
same direction, the word of God is our 
only true guide. 
"T hy word is a lamp 
unto my feet aud a light unto my path. ’’ 
The only way to go God’s way is to fol­ 
low His law. 
What we might call tho 
steps in this way aro pointed out in the 
topical reference. 
I. The first step is consideration and 
decision to go God’s way, as pointed 
out by His law (verse 57), " I have said 
that I would keep Thy words. " This 
decision shows that there has been due 
consideration of the question. 
The 
psalmist has doubtless earnestly consid­ 
ered the matter as to which is the better 
way to go, with the law of God or 
against it, aud has wisely concluded 
that he will keep God’s word. 
This is 
the first step toward traveling with 
God. We must decide to do so, and aft­ 
er due consideration who can fail to 
come to the same conclusion? Personal 
interest, duty, destiny, demand obedi­ 
ence to God’s law. 
If men considered 
the matter more thoroughly and earnest­ 
ly, more would decide to go God’s way. 
Thoughtlessness is largely the canso of 
godlessness. 
If we thought more upon 
our ways, we would more readily turn 
our feet unto God’s testimonies. 
2. The second step is the study of 
God’s Jaw. 
The law of God must be 
studied and known to be practiced. 
If 
we were blind, no light could guide us. 
Ignorance is blindness. 
It requires 
knowledge of God’s Jaw to make it of 
value to us. We should study it prayer­ 
fully, systematically, earnestly and con­ 
stantly. Then we are in position to fol­ 
low the direction it points us. 
8. The third step is the practice of 
God’s law. " I thought on my ways and 
turned my feet unto Thy testimonies.

The assurance was given the speaker 
that we had no idea that the United j 
States government had any intention of 
so acting, when the interpreter further 
said : 
“ Such procedure on the part of the 
United States would be simply infam ­ 
ous. The Filipinos would never yield 
to Spanish domination again. 
Spain 
cannot whip our people. 
She has been 
so cruel and treacherous and blood­ 
thirsty as to arouse every latent spark of 
manhood in the hearts of the men of the 
Philippines, and they will do battle 
with the Spaniards to the death, pre­ 
ferring death to submission to such 
fiendish atrocities as have held role.” 
We made query at this point as to 
the feeling toward the United States, 
and the interpreter made ready re­ 
sponse ; 
“ We very much like the people of the 
United States. 
We like the officers and 
men composing your army at this point. 
Of course there are bad men in the 
American arm y ; many of them in our 
city are mnoh too free in their use of 
intoxicants, and when under the influ­ 
ence of liquor they attem pt to domineer 
and bully our citizens. 
But these are 
exceptions to the role. 
Farther, we 
find that when complaint is made at the 
right point, these drinkers and toughs 
are punished for their bad conduct, and 
told that a repetition of the offense will 
result very seriously to them .” 
Again we made ((aery as to what the 
' intelligent class of Filipinos, merchants 
business men, professional men 
and 
property owners of Manila, thought as 
I to a protectorate on the part of the 
United States, or as to annexation—be­ 
coming part and parcel of the United 
States. 
After an earnest consultation 


j with those assembled, the interpreter 
made answ er: 
“ We earnestly desire that the United 
States shall assume what you call a pro­ 
tectorate over our homes and posses- 
; sions. 
We are not lacking in intelli­ 
gence. 
Many Filipino citizens a re men

of position and education. 
Many of 
the men present here 
tonight are 
heavy 
property 
holders. 
Two 
the men now before you are 
have been prominent leaders in 
insurgent or revolutionary forces, 
know that, in case we did not have 
support and backing of some of 
great powers of the world, our condition 
would be anything but an enviable one. 
You will pardon us, sergeant, when we 
state that we believe that we will grow 
into a Republic, capable of taking care 
of itself, as other small republics have 
done. If you will accept the verdict of 
my friends and neighbors here assem­ 
bled, we will say that we very earnestly 
desire that the United States shall as­ 
sume a protectorate over us for the 
present; and we just as earnestly desire 
that, at some future time, this protecto­ 
rate shall cease, and we shall be 
accorded, by the action of the great 
powers, the rights and privileges of a 
republic. 
We expect this when we can 
demonstrate the fact that we are fully 
fitted for self 
government. 
Daring 
this 
interval 
of time the 
United 
States government, by and through 
a 
fair 
and 
equitable 
system 
of 
taxation, can fully repay herself for all 
losses and expenses consequent upon 
her war against the Spaniards in the 
Philippines, as well as all other legiti­ 
mate expenses accruing in the keeping 
up of the protectorate. 
We could easily 
afford to submit to this feature of legiti­ 
mate taxation, as it would appear but 
very light and trifling when compared 
with the awful burdens which have 
been forced upon us under Spanish 


I rule.” 
The writer can only add that he found 
the great mass of Filipino residents of 
Manila very favorably disposed toward 
the Americanos. If good judgment is 
used by the commander-in-chief of the 
Amebean forces, and if the effort is 
made to placate in place of offending and 
incensing the Filipinos, we do not be­ 
lieve that a conflict will be brought on 
with the United States. Rash counsels, 
by such adventurers as Aguinaldo, may 
cause serious trouble. 
Aguinaldo, by 
his past history, has demonstrated the 
fact that he is intensely selfish, aud the 
universal expression of the rank and tile 
of the boys in bine is that the fellow is 
“out for the long green.”

"W hat is the desire of the better and 
more intelligent class of Filipino citi­ 
zens of Manila and the surrounding 
country in connection w ith the estab­ 
lishment of an independent Republic 
aud self government?” 
This question has often been asked 
the w riter since his return from the 
Philippines, aud answer will be made in 
this article strictly within the 
line 
marked out by numerous Manila resi­ 
dents. 
On one occasion, in the month 
of November, 1808, as a number of lead­ 
ing Filipino citizens were assembled in 
a private gymnasium in the city of 
Manila, an interpreter said to me: 
"Sergeant, is it possible that the gov­ 
ernment of the United 
States 
will 
endeavor, in the formulation of a peace 
treaty with Spain, to return the Philip­ 
pine islands to Spanish control?” 
The assurance was given the speaker 
that we had no idea that the United 
States government had any intention of 
so acting, when the interpreter further 
said: 
"Such procedure on the part of the 
United States would be simply infam­ 
ous. The Filipinos would never yield 
to Spanish domination again. 
Spain j 
cannot whip our people. 
She has been I 
so cruel and treacherous and blood­ 
thirsty as to arouse every latent spark of j 
manhood in the hearts of the men of the j 
Philippines, and they will do battle I 
with the Spaniards to the death, pre- j 
ferring death to submission to such 
fiendish atrocities as have held rule.” 
We made query at this point as to 
the feeling toward the United States, 
and the interpreter made ready re­ 
sponse ; 
"W e very much like the people of the 
United States. 
We like the officers and 
men composing your army at this point. 
Of coarse there are bad men in the 
American arm y ; many of them in our 
city are mach too free in their use of 
intoxicants, and when under the influ­ 
ence of liquor they attem pt to domineer 
and bully our citizens. 
But these are 
exceptions to the rule. 
Further, we 
find that when complaint is made at the 
right point, these drinkers aud toughs 
are punished for their bad conduct, and 
told that a repetition of the offense will 
result very seriously to them .” 
Again we made query as to what the 
intelligent class of Filipinos, merchants^ 
business men, professional men 
aud 
property owners of Manila, thought as 
to a protectorate on the part of tile 
United States, or as to annexation—be­ 
coming part and parcel of the United 
States. 
After an earnest consultation 
with those assembled, the interpreter 
made answ er: 
"W e earnestly desire that the United 
States shall assume what you call a pro­ 
tectorate over our homes and posses- i 
sions. 
We are not lacking in intelli­ 
gence. 
Many Filipino citizens ar** men I 


of position and education. 
Many of 
the men present here 
tonight are 
heavy 
property 
holders. 
Two 
of 
the men now before you are and 
have been prominent leaders in the 
insurgent or revolutionary forces. 
We 
know that, in case we did not have the 
support and backing of some of the 
great powers of the world, oar condition 
would be anything but an enviable one. 
You will pardon us, sergeant, when we 
state that we believe that we will grow 
into a Republic, capable of taking care 
of itself, as other small republics have 
done. 
If you will accept the verdict of 
my friends and neighbors here assem­ 
bled, we will say that we very earnestly 
desire that the United States shall as­ 
sume a protectorate over us for the 
present; and we just as earnestly desire 
that, at some future time, this protecto­ 
rate shall 
cease, and 
we shall 
be 
accorded, by the action of the great 
powers, the rights and privileges of a 
republic. 
We expect this when we can 
demonstrate the fact that we are fully 
fitted for self government. 
Daring 
this 
interval 
of time the 
United 
States government, by and through 
a 
fair 
and 
equitable 
system 
of 
taxation, can fully repay herself for all 
losses and expenses consequent upon 
her war against the Spaniards in the 
Philippines, as well as all other legiti 
mate expenses accruing in the keeping 
up of the protectorate. 
We could easily 
I afford to submit to this feature of legiti­ 
mate taxation, as it would appear but 
very light and trifling when compared 
with the awful burdens which have 
been forced upon us under Spanish 


i rule.” 
> 
The writer can only add that he found 
1 the great mass of Filipino residents of 


j Manila very favorably disposed toward 


I the Americanos. If good judgment is 
I used by the commauder-in-chief of the 


I American forces, aud if the effort is 
j made to placate in place of offending and 
i incensing the Filipinos, we do not be- 
! lieve that a conflict will be brought on 
I with the United States. Rash counsels, 
by such adventurers as Aguinaldo, may 
I cause serious trouble. 
Aguinaldo, by 
I his past history, has demonstrated the 
! fact that he is intensely selfish, aud the 
universal expression of the rank and file 
of the boys in blue is that the fellow is 
"out for the long green.”

ELECTRIC LIGHTS IN EGYPT. 


C o r r id o r * o f t h e P y r a m i d * t o B e I l l u ­ 
m i n a t e d b y E l e c t r i c i t y . 
Lighting the pyramids of Egypt with 
electricity and the installation of a 25, - 
OOO horsepower plant, to cost some 
$400,000, is a plan now under consid­ 
eration by the British government, and 
tile Westinghouse Electric and Manu­ 
facturing company of Pittsburg is re­ 
ported as likely to receive the con 
tract, says Tho Engineering News. 
As outlined, the plan includes the 
generation of electric power at the As­ 
souan falls, on the Nile river, and its 
transmission a distance of IOO miles 
through the cotton growing districts, 
where, it is believed, the cheap power 
will permit the building of cotton fac- 
i tories, it is planned to use the power to 
illuminate the interior corridors of the 
pyramids aud also operate pumping ma­ 
chinery for irrigating large areas of 
desert along the Nile.—Cairo (Egypt)

The wind storm which swept through 
the valley this morning will take rank 
as the most severe in many years, and no 
little damage was done. 
Walking was almost impossible. The 
pedestrian who happened to be going 
with the wind hurried along at an un­ 
comfortable rate, while he who breasted 
the storm straggled along with diffi­ 
culty 
There were no accidents, al­ 
though the annoyance was great. 
The greatest damage reported at a 
late hoar occurred at the Wellsville 
rolling mill, where the tall iron stacks 
were blown down. 
The stacks were 


120 feet high, and when they fell blew 
over the railroad tracks. 
The wreck 
was cleared away as soon as possible, 
bot telephone and telegraph wires were 
carried down with the wreck. Repairs 
will be made at once. 
The operators at the telephone ex­ 
change experienced all kinds of trouble, 
because the wind was blowing the wires 
in every direction, while communica­ 
tion with points down the river was en­ 
tirely cat off. Only one wire was work­ 
ing at the Western Union office this 
morning. 
It allowed communication 
with Pittsburg. 
A large trap door on the roof of the 
home of F. W. Milligan, Seventh street, 
was blown clear across the street, where 
itstrnck a shade tree in front of the 
residence of L. M. Thomas with suffi­ 
cient force to break a limb from it. 
A boiler of clothes which Mrs. Patrick 
Costelow had left sitting in front of her 
residence was upset and the clothes 
blown over the street, while several 
bricks were blow out of the chimney at 
the First M. E. church. 
A portion of 
trie sign on top of the Watson block was 
also blown down. 
A fleet of coalboats and barges owned 
by the Krnpp Coal company, of Pitts­ 
burg. and left at the Market street 
landing several days ago by the towboat 
J. C. Risher, broke from its moorings 
shortly before noon today. The fierce 
gale which prevailed on the river caused 
the boats to swing to mid stream, and 
upon several occasions the 
Virginia 
shore was bot several feet from the fleet. 
The lines which were fastened to the 
shore broke like strings, and at a late 
hour this afternoon the boats were still 
in the channel. 
A telephone message 
was sent the firm in Pittsburg, but they 
stated no help coaid be extended as all 
their boats were in the sooth.

Lawrence Dennis, a 5-year-old negro 
boy who stirred up a colored congrega 
tion by holding divine service in New 
Brunswick. N. J., the other night, has 
aroused much fervor among the colored 
people of that city. 
The boy's appearance in New Bruns­ 
wick was announced from the pulpit of 
the El>enezer chnrch and was also ad­ 
vertised in the local newspapers. About 
IOO persons, mostly colored, paid 15 
cents each to enter the little brick 
church the other night. 
In the pulpit 
they found a diminutive figure in a 
white dress with black shoes and stock­ 
ings. 
His face was fair—nearer white 
than many white boys’ faces in sum­ 
mer—and his long dark hair showed 
scarcely a kink in the soft curls that 
hung about his neck. 
His face was 
sweet in expression and not at all Ethi­ 
opian in contour. 
The eyes were deep 
and soft and had an almost oriental 
slant. 
The boy seemed to be waiting for 
something, and at length he stood up 
and asked to be introduced. 
The Rev 
E. W. Roberts of New York, who has 
had charge of the Ebenezer church for 
some time, stepped up and formally in 
trodnced the little fellow, who then 
asked that the hymn “ Come to Jesus” 
be sung. 
He led the singing himself in 
a clear, childish treble that was sweet 
and true. 
After he had given out another song 
he said he was ready to be questioned. 
The congregation did not know just 
what that meant, and there was a mo­ 
ment of shuffling feet and indecision. 
“ Ask me some questions, some brief 
questions.” repeated the boy, and his 
mother stood up and explained that he 
wished some one in the congregation to 
question him about anything to do with 
religion. 
Pastor Roberts rose to the occasion 
and asked, after the manner of a cate­ 
chist, “ Why did Christ come?” 
“ Ile came to save sinners, ” answered 
the boy. 
“ How do we know that?” was tin* 
next question. 
“ It was his mission,” was the reply 
“ He went about calling little children 
to come unto him, and he chose 12 apos­ 
tles and he called on the people to fid- 
low him and to believe in the Lord. He 
was crucified for sinners, and then there 
was the resurrection. 
He saved tho 
whole world. 
“ How did he save the whole world V” 
was asked next, and the boy said it 
would takfc some time to tell it all, but 
that he knew it 
Then he told of the 
life of Christ in more detail. His voice 
was childish and there were occasional 
slips in pronunciation, but the congre­ 
gation, after his first few sentences, 
was able to follow his meaning. 
After 
a time of awed silence the negroes be­ 
gan to cry out as the boy made jaunt 
after point in his story, and “ Halle­ 
luiah!” and “ Praise the Lord!” were 
repeated again and again. 
The boy 
talked on and on, started afresh occa­ 
sionally by a new question, until he 
came to the last prayer in the garden of 
Gethsemane. 
“ It would take too long to tell you 
about th at,” he said, “ but I will show 
you. 
W ait here and watch while I 
pray. ” Then he walked to a far corner 
of the pulpit, knelt down and prayed 
aloud for all sinners. 
“ Are yon sleep­ 
ing?” he asked, when he had finished, 
and tin* congregation in a frenzy of en 
thusiasm shouted, “ No! 
No!” 
and 
called out and wept and exhorted one 
another. 
The l>oy then stepped down 
and walked from pew to pew. 
“ Are you a Christian?” “ Are yon a 
sinner?” “ Have you been converted?” 
he asked person after person, and if any 
one hesitated in answering he caught 
that one by the hand to drag him to the 
front seats in the chnrch. 
Grown per 
sons and children lie asked alike and 
said that no child was too small to have 
sinned. He had sinned and repented, he 
said, before he was 8 years old. 
When he bad gone through the whole 
church, he stamped his foot and held up 
his hand for silence, and then he count­ 
ed his sinners at the altar, ll in all 
Then he prayed for them, and the con 
gregation prayed with him and wept 
The meeting closed with another hymn, 
but it will be many days before the fer­ 
vor the boy aroused dies away. 
The 
boy’s father is C. G. Dennis of Atlanta, 
a mulatto, tall, spare and looking much 
more like a Caucasian than a negro. 
His mother is much darker skinned 
The boy was born, it is said, on Christ­ 
mas day, 1893, 12 years after his par 
ents’ marriage, and is an only child 
Mrs. Dennis says he first exhibited his 
•precocious knowledge of things religious 
when but little more than 2 years old 
Bhe says he has not been taught any of 
the things he says, and that he himself 
told her. almost as soon as he was able 
to talk, that the Holy Ghost had told 
him to save sinners. 
He has exhorted visitors at hie home. 


she says, since he was 3 years old. and 
made his first public appearance in N o­ 
vember. 1897 
Since then she has taken 
him about G eorgia, Tennessee and Ala­ 
bama. 
The family came to New Yoe!: 
three weeks ago, and the boy spoke in * 
Harlem church on Dec. 27 and at too 
Zion Baptist church the ether Snnday 
The charging of admission to his serv­ 
ices is made optional with the churches 
in which they are held, and his parents 
only ask that they l>o reimbursed for 
their traveling expense**. They also sell 
photographs of the boy.—New York 
Sun.

Lawrence Dennis, a 5-year-old negro 
boy who stirred up a colored congrega 
lion by holding divine service in New 
Brunswick. N. J., the other night, has 
aroused much fervor among the colons! 
people of th at city. 
The boy's appearance in New Bruns­ 
wick was announced from the pulpit of 
tin* El»enezer church and was also ail 
vertised iii the local newspapers. About 
IOO persons, mostly colored, paid 15 
cents each to enter the little brick 
church the other night. 
In the pulpit 
they found a dim inutive figure in a 
white dress with black shoes and stock­ 
ings. 
His face was fa ir—nearer white 
than m any w hite boys’ faces in sum ­ 
mer -an d his long dark hair showed 
i scarcely a kink in the soft curls that 
hung about his neck. 
His face was 
sw eet in expression and not at all E th i­ 
opian in contour. 
The eyes were deep 
and soft and had an almost oriental 
slant. 
The boy seemed to be w aiting for 
something, and at length he stood up 
and asked to lie introduced. 
The Rev 
E. Wr. Roberts of New7 York, who has 
had charge of the Ebenezer church for 
some time, stepped up and formally in 
traduced the little fellow, who then 
asked th at the hymn “ Come to Jesus” 
be sung. 
He led the singing himself in 
a clear, childish treble th at was sw7eet 
and true. 
After he had given out another song 
he said he was ready to be questioned. 
The congregation did not know7 just 
what th at meant, and there was a mo­ 
ment of shuffling feet and indecision. 
“ Ask me some questions, some brief 
questions.” repeated the boy. and his 
mother stood up and explained th at lie 
wished some one in the congregation to 
question him about anything to do with 
religion. 
Pastor Roberts rose to the occasion 
and asked, after the m anner of a cate­ 
chist. “ W hy did Christ come?” 
“ He came to save sinners, ” answered 
the boy. 
“ How do we know th at?” was the 
next question. 
“ It was his m ission,” was the reply 
“ He went about calling little children 
to come unto him, and he chose 12 apos­ 
tles and he called on the people to fol­ 
low him and to believe in the Lord. He 
w7as crucified for sinners, and then there 
was the resurrection. 
He saved the 
whole w7orld. 
“ How did he save the whole w orld?” 
w7as asked next. and the boy said it 
would takfc some tim e to tell it all, but 
that he knew it 
Then he told of the 
life of Christ in more detail. His voice 
was childish and there w7ere occasional 
slips in pronunciation, but the congre­ 
gation, after his first few sentences, 
wTas able to follow his meaning. 
After 
a tim e of awed silence the negroes be­ 
gan to cry out as the boy made point 
after point in his story, and “ Halle­ 
luiah!” and “ Praise the Lord!” were 
repeated again and again. 
The boy 
talked on and on, started afresh occa­ 
sionally by a new question, nntil he 
came to the last prayer in the garden of 
Getlisemane. 
“ It would take too long to tell yon 
about th a t,” he said, “ but I will show 
you. 
W ait here and w7atch while I 
pray. ” Then he walked to a far corner 
of the pulpit, knelt down and prayed 
aloud for all sinners. 
“ Are yon sleep­ 
ing?’' he asked, when he had finished. 
arid the congregation in a frenzy of en 
thusiasm 
shouted, “ No! 
N o!” 
and 
called out and wept and exhorted one 
-mother. 
The lx>y then stepped down 
and walked from pew to pew. 
“ Are you a C hristian?” “ Are you a 
sinner?” “ Have you been converted?” 
he asked person after person, and if any 
one hesitated in answering he caught 
that one by the hand to drag him to the 
front seats in the church.

Stars fill the inner spaces, dol­ 
phins the oater spaoes. 
Sprays of oak leave* and acorns se­ 
cure the ringa and trapping* of the 
scabbard. 
Above these on jibe front of 
the scabbard is a raised monogram in 
diamonds intwining the letters “ G. D. ’’ 
and immediately under them are the 
letters “ U. 
S. 
N .” surrounded by 
sprays of Ro* marina*. 
The ferule, or 
lower end of the scabbard, terminates 
in intwined gold dolphins.—New York 
World.

A controversy having arisen in some 
of the papers abont the recent perform­ 
ance of the fire ceremony at Benares, 
India, an account of what actually took 
place, by an English onlooker, may be 
of interest. 
It was during the recent 
convention of the Theosophical society 
that, a good many of os who are inter­ 
ested in the life of India below the sur­ 
face being present, some Hindoo friends 
arranged with a certain sect of Sivaite 
Hindoos, who claim the power of ren­ 
dering fire harmless, to give an exhibi­ 
tion of their powers. 
Accordingly a 
trench was dog in the gronnda of the 
Tagore villa abont 15 feet by 4, and 
this was filled with 
logs of wood, 
which were left to blaze all day. In the 
evening the trench was filled by a thick 
layer of glowing coals giving off a tre­ 
mendous heat. At 7 p. rn. we repaired 
to the scene of action. 
Oar party con­ 
sisted of Mrs. Besant, Countess Wacbfc- 
meister, Dr. Richardson, late professor 
of chemistry at University college, 
Bristol; Dr. Pascal, a French doctor of 
medicine; Mr. Bertram Keightley, bar­ 
rister-at-law; Miss Lilian Edger, M. 
A. ; Colonel Olcott and others. 
Chairs 
were arranged for us on a kind of dais 
formed of the earth thrown out of the 
trench and about eight feet from it. 
This was the nearest point to the big 
fire at which one could bear the scorch­ 
ing heat. 
At our back, and surround­ 
ing the trench, was a dense bat orderly 
crowd of hundreds of 
Hindoos. 
All 
waited with eager expectation. At last 
a hubbub approaching from the gates of 
the villa announced the arrival of the 
procession. 
It consisted of a chief priest, who 
presided, carrying a sword, two others 
who were going to pass through the 
flames, and an image in a glass canopy 
borne along by othera The leader inti 
mated that his two colleague* would 
pass through the fiery furnace, and aft 
erward anybody who liked of the male 
persuasion might follow them through 
unharmed, but no women were permit­ 
ted to go through. Then ensued a most 
extraordinary and in some respects pain • 
fnl spectacle. It is a doctrine of Hindoo- 
ism that all the functions of nature, 
fire, rain, etc., are presided over by na­ 
ture spirits. This partionlar sect of Hin­ 
doo* claims to have preserved the eeoret 
of being able to control the fire spirits 
so that for the time they are unable to 
barn. Whatever may be the explanation 
these are the facts. 
Certain mystic ceremonies having 
been performed and cocoanut* having 
been tossed into the flames the two ju­ 
nior priests apparently became pos­ 
sessed. 
With frantic shrieks and ories 
they passed twice round the blazing 
trenoh, preceded by the chief priest 
with hi* sword and followed by the 
brilliantly illuminated canopy. 
Then, 
still in a frenzy painful to behold, they 
plnnged np to their ankles in the 
scorching furnace and passed backward 
and forward several times, the redbot 
coals and spark* scattering abont their 
feet. The crowd followed in their wake, 
first one or two individuals, until the 
others, gaining confidence and caught 
by enthusiasm, rushed through in hun­ 
dreds, even little children of 4 and 5 
years old running np and down the 
trench over the burning coals exaotly 
as if it had been a soft carpet. All were 
unhurt. 
Among those who ventured 
was a brother of one of our party. This 
gentleman, whose name I am prepared 
to give privately, walked through the 
trench twice very slowly, and described 
the sensation afterward as having been 
like walking over hot sand. 
A skeptic among us having propound­ 
ed the theory that the feet of natives 
were covered by an integument so dense 
that it was proof even against live 
coals, Dr. Pascal carefully examined 
the feet of this witness immediately 
after his performance and found the 


JuKtfler* of india. 
Two men—one old and emaciated, 
carrying a native drum ; the other young 
and well fed, f a n t a s t i c a l l y gowned with 
an overskirt of colored handkerchiefs, 
and a multitude of bells which jangle 
noisily at his slightest movement; long, 
ragged hair; altogether a hideous figure. 
The drummer b e g i n s a weird tomtom- 
ing and the other man an incantation. 
I Then he extends a “ supra” —a bamboo 
I tray used by all natives—on which any 
i one who pleases places a large handful 


i of rice and the same quantity of grain. 
The two ingredients are thoroughly 
amalgamated, so that it would in the 


I ordinary way take hours to separate 
them. 
1 
Now the fantastic man with his tray 
; begins. 
He turns round slowly, gradu­ 
ally quickening his pace (the drummer 
also keeping time), faster and faster in 
a giddy vortex, the tray at times almost 
out of his hands, yet so cleverly handled 
that not a grain falls oat. 
It is very 
trying to watch, but in a couple of 
minutes both stop simultaneously, and 
the man shows to the wondering spec 
taters two little heaps—one of rice aud 
the other grain—at different ^ids of the 
tray, which in his sickening gyrations 
he "has been able to separate by some 
extraordinary manipulation.—Pearson’s 
Weekly.

To print in this ma nner it is neces­ 
sary tha t the co py o r o rigina l sha ll be 
nea rly impervio us to the Ro entgen rays 
and tha t it sha ll be placed between the 
Cro o kes tube and the pile, w here the 
rays ma y be directed to it.

George Izaiubard, who has been ex­ 
perimenting in Paris with the Roentgen 
rays in the hope of adapting them to 
commercial use in the printing indus­ 
try, announces that he has succeeded in 
producing a machine for the purpose. 
He reasoued that if the X rays would 
penetrate oaken logs they ought to pen­ 
etrate piles of paper and tiiat as photo­ 
graphs could be taken with X rays, it 
ought to be possible to reproduce a pic­ 
ture or printing through every sheet of 
a pile of paper. The invention is so far 
matured that M. lzambard is able to 
expose a pile of paper between two 
Crookes tubes and print both sides of 
all the sheets in the pile at the same 
time. He can also place a series of piles 
of paper around a Crookes tube, making 
use of the X rays by radiating them 
from a center. 
It was suggested many years ago that 
the printing of the future would be 
done by electricity, operating, not on 
single sheets, but on all the sheets of a 
pile at the same instant. Varions inven­ 
tions have made some approach to 
a solution of the problem, but none of 
them has been successful in producing 
satisfactory printing. 
M. 
Izarabard’s 
first success was obtained by sensitizing 
the paper on the side that was to be 
printed with a gelatino bromide emul­ 
sion, such as is commonly used in pho­ 
tography. A pile or block of paper thus 
prepared was placed in a position of ex­ 
posure to the X rays. On top of the pa­ 
per was placed a copy of the thing to 
be printed. 
This copy being proof tq 
the X rays, in a trice tho thing was 
done, and on developing the pile of pa­ 
per the inventor found a copy clearly 
printed on each sheet. 
To print in this manner it is neces­ 
sary that the copy or original shall be 
nearly impervious to the Roentgen rays 
and that it shall be placed between the 
Crookes tube and the pile, where the 
rays may be directed to it. The copy is 
preferably first printed or written in 
what is called radiographic or X ray 
proof ink, composed of a material cal­ 
culated to intercept the rays. A few sec­ 
onds’ exposure is sufficient to effect the 
printing through the entire pile of pa­ 
per, but it is at first invisible and re­ 
quires to be developed or fixed, after the 
method of a photographer. The piles of 
exposed sheets are trundled into a red 
light room and suspended in vats, where 
the developing aud fixing liquids are 
applied. 
Rinsing and drying follow, 
and the latter may be Lurried by me­ 
chanical and chemical means. It is ap­ 
parent that the process is really a sort 
of wholesale method of photography 
with the X rays, and is printing only 
in the photographic sense of the term. 
The inventor admits that there is a 
difficulty in printing on one eide only 
of the paper, owing to the tendency of 
the print to show through on the re 
verse eide. 
He proposes to overcome 
this by sensitizing the paper in stripes, 
printing the lines on the stripes ami 
causing the lines on one side of the pa 
per to fall opposite the spaces between 
the stripes on tho other side. 
Until he

a pile of paper. The invention is so far 
m atured thut M. Izambard is able to 
expose a pile of paper between two 
Crookes tubes and print both sides of 
all the sheets in the pile at the same 
time. He can also place a series of piles 
of paper around a Crookes tube, making 
use of the X rays by radiating them 
from a center. 
It was suggested many years ago that 
the printing of the future would be 
done by electricity, operating, not on 
single sheets, but on all the sheets of a 
pile at the same instant. Varions inven­ 
tions have made some approach to 
a solution of the problem, but none of 
them has been successful in producing 
satisfactory printing. 
M. 
Izam bard’s 
first success was obtained by sensitizing 
the paper on the side that wus to be 
printed with a gelatino bromide em ul­ 
sion, such as is commonly used in pho­ 
tography. A pile or block of paper thus 
prepared was placed in a position of ex­ 
posure to the X rays. On top of the pa­ 
per was placed a copy of the thing to 
be printed. 
This copy being proof tq 
the X rays, in a trice the thing was 
done, and on developing the pile of pa­ 
per the inventor found a copy clearly 
printed on each sheet. 
To print in this m anner it is neces­ 
sary that the copy or original shall be 
nearly impervious to the Roentgen rays 
and that it shall be placed between the 
Crookes tube and the pile, w here the 
rays may be directed to it. 
The copy is 
preferably first printed or w ritten in 
w hat is called radiographic or X ray 
proof ink, composed of a m aterial cal­ 
culated to intercept the rays. A few sec­ 
onds’ exposure is sufficient to effeot the 
printing through the entire pile of pa­ 
per, but it is at first invisible and re­ 
quires to be developed or fixed, after the 
method of a photographer. The piles of 
exposed sheets are trundled into a red 
light room aud suspended in vats, where 
the developing and fixing liquids are 
applied. 
Rinsing and drying follow, 
and the latter may be hurried by m e­ 
chanical and chemical means. It is ap­ 
parent th at the process is really a sort 
of wholesale method of photography 
w ith the X rays, and is printing only 
in the photographic sense of the term. 
Tho inventor adm its that there is a 
difficulty in printing on one side only 
of the paper, owing to the tendency et 
the p rin t to show through on the re­ 
verse side. 
Ho proposes to overcome 
this by sensitizing the paper in stripes, 
p rin tin g the lines on the stripes and 
causing the lines on one side of the pa 
per to fall opposite the spaces between 
the stripes on the other side. 
Until he 
can improve upon this method the proc 
ess m ust be limited by these restric- j 
lions. To offset this drawback there are i 
peculiar advantages in the process. It is 
just as easy to print in white on a black j 
ground as is black on a w hite surface. ; 
Typew ritten m atter can bu reduced in 
size and reproduced, thus saving the ex 
pense of composition. 
For printing very large sheets, such 
as newspapers, M. Izambard uses sew 
oral Crookes tubes, which are shut off 
from one another by partitions of a metal I 
not easily penetrated by the rays. Thus 
the tubes send their rays through the pa- j 
per iii nearly straight lines. The lim it of 
thickness of the pile that can be printed 
at one exposure is reached when the j 
rays are so distributed as to distort the 
image. Probably no pile of more than a 
couple of inches in thickness could be 
impressed at a single exposure w ith sat- | 
isfactory results. 
The X ray proof ink used is made in j 
part of finely divided metallic or cal- j 
careous powder. 
Bronze, copper, w hite ; 
lead or w hite zinc m ay be UHtd. 
As a ; 
w riting ink w hite lead in a solution of 
gum has been found most satisfactory. 
When the m atter to be printed is first 
typewritten, the m etallic powder is 
vuixed with boiled linseed oil. 
A peculiarity of thi.* X ray printing 
is that it affords opportunity for p rin t­ 
ing copies of private or secret matter, 
w ithout the p rin ter’s being able to see 
or read w hat he is printing. A customer 
desiring copies of private m atter may 
deliver his copy w ritten in the X ray 
proof ink and securely sealed in an en­ 
velope. 
He may also fee that the paper 
on which the copies ar e to be printed is 
securely sealed. Then the printing may 
be done by the X rays and the develop­ 
ing executed w ithout once breaking the 


seals, so th a t no one tnrougn wnose 
hands it passes can know the contents. 
If desired, the envelopes may even be 
made of stout canvas or leather aud se­ 
curely locked. — New York Sun.

H ew York Is S«> D o ln g - L n r i' f lle n isn d 


For P r o d u c ts N o ted by llu u ’n

N e w Y o r k , Jan. 14.—R . G. Dun & 
Co.'s Weekly Review of Trade, issued 
today, said iii part: 
Contrary to the French saying the unex­ 
pected has occurred. 
Rapid advance in prices 
of iron and steel produets have had their im ­ 
m ediate effect, perhaps not to tho lasting 
benefit of tho industry, for there is the sam e 
reason for doubt as to its perm anency as in 
1805, w ith shrinkage *»f buying and reaction 
soon carried 'trices low er than before, 
hut 
there is now larger dem and for m any other 
products and w ithout un wieldly com binations 
all are doing w ell. 
Throughout, the country w as never in as 
strong a financial position, as even governors 
of London banks adm it, one stating that as I 
London has financed A m erica heretofore, now 1 
for the first tim e N ew York is financing 
Europe. 
N o evidence of w eakness is seen in i 
the other branches of industry, 
. rn those I 
upon w hich the great eye 
, of exports most 
depend. W heat and cot 
a still go out largely. 
Europe is buying bet .use it has needs and 
N ew York is lending ta Europe nobody knows 
how m any m illions because there is for the 
present no need to call loans. The receipt of 
$2,6UO UUU in gold from A ustralia is announced 
ut Hail Francisco.

Europe, so that the heaviest transactions ever 1 
know n in the stock exchange have occurred 
during the w eek w ithout the evidence of r e ­ 
action for w hich many strong operators have 
been looking. 
In products also the position of the country 
grow s stronger. L ast y ea r’s exports of wheat 
and corn w ere far beyond all precedent, but 
the past week has seen exports of 4, .‘87.888 
bushels of w heat, flour included, against 3,- 
21 0,47u last yeur, from A tlantic ports, and in 
tw o w eeks 9,452,109, against 8,080,788 last year, 
besides exports in tw o weeks from Pacific 
ports of 1,524,051 bushels, a gainst 2,84J,tc9 last 
year. 
M eanw hile, corn exports have been in 
tw o w eeks 7,199,513 bushels, against 0,091,578 
last year. 
There w as an advance of 1%, cents in w heat 
during tile week and but I cent in corn, but 
w ithout any indication that supplies are run­ 
ning short. 
N either is there evidence of w eakness in 
the great industries. The output of pigiron 
Jan. I was 243,510 tons, against -35,518 tons Dec. 
I, show ing a product about 8,000 tons w eekly 
more than has been estim ated w ith a further 
decrease of 31.449 tons in stocks unsold during 
December. 
But w hile the A ustralia order for 
32,0 0 tons is s t i l l on tile m arket w ith another 
European order for 15,c0> tons plates, the 
m ills are so crow ded that prices are m oving 
up rapidly. 
Bessem er pigiron is only IO cents 
higher at P ittsburg ami Grey forge 15 cents, 
but plates advanced IO cents, anglo 5 cents anti 
cut and w ire nails have been advanced IU 
c e n t s by the com bination. 
W ool is stiffly held ut the w est, although at 
Boston Ohio XX is quoted at 2tfl.jC. although 
much higher at Philadelphia. 
The woolen in ­ 
dustry l i n s been ham pered beyond all expecta­ 
tions by the prices demantled for wool with 
tilt' extraordinary stocks yet unsold. 
Failures for the week have been .518 in the 
U nited States against 349 last year aud 24 in 
Canada against 45 last year.

P h il a d e l p h ia , Jan. 14.—Representa­ 
tive Baldwin of Delaware county, who, 
with his three colleagues, remained out 
of the Republican senatorial caucus at 
Harrisburg last week, gave out an in­ 
terview in this city in which he made 
the statement that he will vote for Sen­ 
ator Quay. 
In the course of his inter­ 
view Mr. Baldwin said: 
In my judgm ent a very large percentage of 
m y Republican friend* of Delaware county 
sym pathize w ith Senator Quay, not only in 1 
his political aspirations, but in the suits th at j 
have been instituted against 
him. 
Public j 
sentim ent is rapidly crystallizing in his favor, | 
for the reason that the people are becom ing 
m ore convinced day by day that the institu­ 
tion of proceedings against him in the courts 
of Philadelphia w as part of a political con­ 
spiracy to hum iliate hun in tho eyes of the 
public. I, for one, ain not w illing to be a party 
to any such proceedings.

W ash ing to n, Jan. 14.— There was no 
abatement in the interest exhibited here 
in all the incidents connected with the 
bitter attack made Thursday by Com­ 
missary General Eagan upon General 
Nelson A. Miles. 
As might have been 
expected, a matter of this official con­ 
sequence was sure to attract the atten­ 
tion ut the president and in consequence 
a greater part of the session of the 
cabinet was given to us consideration. 
I he principals in the case, Generals 
Miles aud Lagan, contributed little to 
the controversy, but the war investi­ 
gating commission acted promptly to 
redress the alif out put upon the board 
itself, as the members regarded it, con­ 
tained in the excessive language used 
by General Lagan. 
Tne commission regretted that Gen­ 
eral Eagan proceeded as tar as he aid 
and it was explained that tne vitupera­ 
tive nature 01 the testimony was a com­ 
plete surprise to the commission and 
that but lur the rapidity with winch 
General Eagan read ms long statement 
aud tile a boor bing vehemence oi us de­ 
li vc y, ne would have been checked at 
the time. 
One member oi the commis­ 
sion said tiiuj, ne was about to move 
taut cue witness be called to order, but 
decided 
not 
to, believing troin the 
heated way in wliich Lagan spoke such 
peremptory action niigUt 
precipitate 
some controversy. 
Tne rejection of the testimony as it 
stands was unanimously voted at the 
executive session preceumg tne pubiio 
sesoion. 
At ‘-his time mere was consid- 
erauie discussion on mu puim of tne 
use ol sucn language as taking advant­ 
age of the Witness stand, hut the gen­ 
eral opinion was expressed that the 
course tuaen in not interfering with tne 
testimony during lls delivery and then 
carefully considering us propriety was 
the oesi. 
A l tne time of tne creation 
of the commission, me president in in­ 
structing m e commission verbally as­ 
sured me members that all witnesses 
would be immune from punishment lur 
what they might say beiore that body, 
but mem poi s of tile comnnssioa said it 
never was intended to indulge such 
language as that given utterance to. 
Vviiut fur mer steps may bu latten in 
the matter, save as to the acceptance or 
rejection of a revised statement if one 
is submitted bes w ithout m e scope of 
the commission, 
lf the statement is 
returned with the vituperative and ob­ 
jectionable language entirely stricken 
out, and w ild only temperate and con­ 
servative language used, tne commis­ 
sion w ill accept it and consider it as 
■any otiier testimony. 
While tne action 
taken w as unanimous, there were three 
absent 
members, 
President 
Dodge, 
Colonel Sexton and ex-Uovernor Lea­ 
ver, two being ill with the grip, aud 
other, Governor Leaver, having busi­ 
ness in Pennsylvania, detaining nim. 
Guiunel Den by, tne ex-minister to 
China, presided and ut m e executive 
session, expr» s>ed Himself very vigor­ 
ously, dispatching Major Miles, tho offi­ 
cial recoruer, over to Commissary Gen­ 
eral Lagan with the rejected testimony 
immediately after ne had signed the 
accompanying letter. 
This was signed 
during General wood s testimony and 
Was made public immediately after me 
papers had been 
placed in General 
Lagan’s bands. 
Polio wing was the letter;

General Eagan’s friends did not hesi­ 
tate to intimate that he would expunge 
the objectionable 
language, but 
he 
would say nothing tor himself' aud any 
intimation un that score must be ob­ 
tained lroni the board itself. 
Hie war department officials were 
H ot yet clear as to what would be the 
ciicei of a withdrawal or modification 
the statement. 
One element neid 
that, officially, the record tailing to 
fcJaow tout any objectionable language 
h a d b e in used there would be no ierul 
oil cine. 
Another took the view’ that 
wniie the amendment of the statements 
W’<<uld nut gate General Eagan’s offense, 
I* would not wipe it out. 
Another aspect of the case was the 
bringing forw ard of the plea of exeinp- j 
Eon which guaranteed, in the name of 
joe president, all of the witnesses be­ 
sort- the board from the consequences 
w.hat they might say. But again the 
officials were divided, and this w** also 


true of the members of the cabinet us 
to w eth er the exemption could be 
claimed in this particular case. 
Meanwhile, General Miles was ap­ 
parently waiting for the war depart­ 
ment to act, taking the position that it 
is incumbent upon it and the war com­ 
mission to protect kthe army from such 
tit (ti CK 8* 
It was expected that the taking of 
testimony, except that of Surgeon Daly, 
the author of the most vigorous re­ 
ports on “chemical beef treatment” 
submitted by General Miles to the com­ 
mission, will be concluded by the mid­ 
dle of next week. 
Dr. Daly was ill and 
his testimony will be taken later. Gen­ 
eral Humphreys may be heard. 
It was stated as very likely that the 
commission will have framed aud com­ 
pleted its report and concluded its in­ 
vestigation in about a fortnight from 
next Monday.

W hether the grip is to any de­ 
gree responsible for it is not known, bot 
that disease is so indelibly identified 
with sneezing, whether produced natu­ 
rally or artificially, that it seems as 
though there m ight be some relation be­ 
tween the two. 
Perhaps the habit of 
sneezing became so common while the 
grip was rampant that its victims, even 
after recovery, found themselves still 
wanting to keep it up.

in the Philippines, is about 650 nautical 
miles. 
The longest cable now operated is that 
from Prest to New York, which is 8,080 
nautical miles in length. 
The cost of 
cables increases with their length iii a 
geometrical ratio, thediilionlty of work­ 
ing them increases about as rapidly. 
Remembering that the cost of the New 
York Prest cable was greater than that 
of any other cable ever laid, it is readily 
seen that tho construction of the Amer­ 
ican transpacific ouble, involving the 
lino between Hawaii aud Guam, may 
well be approached with caution. 
The 
solution of the difficulty is in the acqui­ 
sition of an island of the Caroline group. 
In connection with the Pacific cable 
a very interesting question arises. From 
whence is the gutta percba for this gi­ 
gantic cabio to come? Every whisper of 
tho construction of a transpacific line 
sends the gutta market at Singapore up 
by leaps and bounds. 
The ruling price 
of the gum is the highest that has ever 
obtained. It is stated—on what author­ 
ity it is hard to say— that the visible 
supply of gutta is insufficient for the 
task aud that if this cable is laid it will 
he the last— the last with a gutta percha 
insulation at least — Engineering Mag­ 
azine.

'•W hat is the desire of the better and 
more intelligent class of Filipino citi­ 
zens of Manila and the surrounding 
country in connection with the estab­ 
lishment of an independent Republic 
and self government?” 
This question has often been asked 
the w riter since his return from the 
Philippines, and answer will be made in 
this article strictly within the 
line 
marked out by numerous Manila resi­ 
dents. 
On one occasion, in the month 
of November, 1898, as a number of lead­ 
ing Filipino citizens were assembled in 
a private gymnasium in the city of 
Manila, an interpreter said to me : 
“ Sergeant, is it possible that the gov­ 
ernment of the United 
States 
will 
endeavor, in the formulation of a peace 
treaty with Spain, to return the Philip­ 
pine islands to Spanish control?” 
The assurance was given the speaker 
that we had no idea that the United 
States government had any intention of 
so acting, when the interpreter further 
said : 
“ Such procedure on the part of the 
United States would be simply infam ­ 
ous. 
The Filipinos would never yield 
to Spanish domination again. 
Spain 
cannot whip our people. 
She has been 
so cruel and treacherous and blood­ 
thirsty as to arouse every latent spark of 
manhood in the hearts of the men of the 
Philippines, and they will do battle 
with the Spaniards to the death, pre­ 
ferring death to submission to such 
fiendish atrocities as have held rule.” 
We made query at this point as to 
the feeling toward the United States, 
and the interpreter made ready re­ 
sponse ; 
“ We very much like the people of the 
United States. 
We like the officers and 
men composing your army at this point. 
Of course there are bad men in the 
American arm y; many of them in our 
city are much too free in their use of 
intoxicants, and when under the influ­ 
ence of liquor they attem pt to domineer 
and bully our citizens. 
But these are 
exceptions to the rule. 
Further, we 
find that when complaint is made at the 
right point, these drinkers aud toughs 
are punished for their bad conduct, aud 
told that a repetition of the offense will 
result very seriously to them .” 
Again we made query as to what the 
intelligent class of Filipinos, merchants, 
business men, professional men 
aud 
property owners of Manila, thought as 
to a protectorate on the part of the 
United States, or as to annexation—be­ 
coming part and parcel of the Uuited 
States. 
After an earnest consultation 
with those assembled, the interpreter 
made answ er: 
“ We earnestly desire that tho United 
States shall assume what you call a pro­ 
tectorate over our homes and posses­ 
sions. 
We are not lacking in intelli­ 
gence. 
Many Filipino citizens are men

000 horsepower plant, to cost some 
|400,000, is a plan now under consid­ 
eration by the British government, and 
the Westinghouse Electric and Manu­ 
facturing company of Pittsburg is re­ 
ported as likely to receive the con 
trnct, says Tho Engineering News. 
As outlined, the plan includes the 
generation of electric power at the As- 
sonan tails, on the Nile river, and its 
transmission a distance of IOO miles 
through the cotton growing districts, 
where, it is believed, the cheup power 
will permit the building of cotton fac­ 
tories.

CHURCH CHIMES.

The operators at the telephone ex­ 
change experienced all kinds of trouble, 
because the wind was blowing the wires 
iii every direction, while communica­ 
tion with points down the river was en­ 
tirely cut off. Only one wire was work­ 
ing at the Western Union office this 
morning. 
It allowed communication 
with Pittsburg. 
A large trap door on the roof of the 
home of F. W. Milligan, Seventh street, 
was blown clear across the street, where 
it struck a shade tree in front of the 
residence of L. M. Thomas with suffi­ 
cient force to break a limb from it. 
A boiler of clothes which Mrs. Patrick 
Costelow had left sitting in front of her 
residence was upset and the clothes 
blown over the street, while several 
bricks were blow out of the chimney at 
the First M. E. church. 
A portion of 
the sign on top of the Watson block was 
also blown down. 
A fleet of coalboats and barges owned 
by the Krnpp Coal company, of Pitts­ 
burg, and left at the Market street 
landing several days ago by the towboat 
J. C. Risher, broke from its moorings 
shortly belore noon today. 
The fierce 
gale which prevailed on the river caused 
the boats to swing to mid stream, and 
upon several occasions the 
Virginia 
shore was bot several feet from the fleet. 
The lines which were fastened to the 
shore broke like strings, and at a late 
hour this afternoon the boats were still 
in the channel. 
A telephone message 
was sent the firm in Pittsburg, but they 
stated no help coaid be extended as all 
their boats were in the south.

A controversy having arisen in some 
of the papers about the recent perform­ 
ance of the fire ceremony at Benares, 
India, an account of what actually took 
place, by an English onlooker, may be 
of interest. 
It was during the recent 
convention of the Theosophical society 
that, a good many of os who are inter­ 
ested in the life of India below the sur­ 
face being present, some Hindoo friends 
arranged with a certain sect of Sivaite 
Hindoos, who claim the power of ren­ 
dering fire harmless, to give an exhibi­ 
tion of their powers. 
Accordingly a 
trench was dog in the grounds of the 
Tagore villa abont 15 feet by 4, and 
this was filled with 
logs 
of 
wood, 
which were left to blaze all day. In the 
evening the trench was filled by a thick 
layer of glowing coals giving off a tre­ 
mendous heat. 
At 7 p. rn. we repaired 
to the scene of action. 
Our party con­ 
sisted of Mrs. Besant, Countess Wacht- 
meister, Dr. Richardson, late professor 
of chemistry 
at 
University 
college, 
Bristol; Dr. Pascal, a French doctor of 
medicine; Mr. Bertram Keightley, bar­ 
rister-at-law; Miss Lilian Edger, 
M. 
A. ; Colonel Olcott and others. 
Chairs 
were arranged for us on a kind of dais 
formed of the earth thrown out of the 
trench and abont eight feet from it. 
This was the nearest point to the big 
fire at which one could bear the scorch­ 
ing heat. 
At our back, and surround 
ing the trench, was a dense but orderly 
crowd of hundreds of 
Hiodoos. 
Abl 
waited with eager expectation. 
At last 
a hubbub approaching from the gates of 
the villa announced the arrival of the 
procession. 
It consisted of a chief priest, who 
presided, carrying a sword, two others 
who were going to pass through the 
flames, and an image in a glass canopy 
borue along by others. 
The leader inti­ 
mated that his two colleagues would 
pass through the fiery furnace, and aft 
erward anybody who liked of the male 
persuasion might follow them through 
unharmed, but no women were permit­ 
ted to go through. 
Then ensued a most 
extraordinary and in some respects pain 
ful spectacle. It is a doctrine of Hindoo- 
ism that all the functions of nature, 
fire, rain, etc., are presided over by n a­ 
ture spirits. This particular seot of H in­ 
doos claims to have preserved the secret 
of being able to control the fire spirits 
so that for the time they are unable to 
burn. Whatever may be the explanation 
these are the facts. 
Certain 
mystic ceremonies having 
been performed and cocoanuts having 
been tossed into the flames the two ju ­ 
nior 
priests apparently became 
pos­ 
sessed. 
W ith frantic shrieks and ories 
they passed twice round the blazing 
trench, preceded by the chief 
priest 
with his sword and followed by the 
brilliantly illuminated oanopy. 
Then, 
still in a frenzy painful to behold, they 
plunged 
up to 
their ankles in 
the 
scorching furnace and passed backward 
aud forward eeveral times, the red hot 
coals and sparks scattering about their 
feet. The crowd followed in their wake, 
first one or two individuals, uutil the 
others, gaining confidence and caught 
by enthusiasm, rushed through in hun­ 
dreds, even little children of 4 aud 5 
years old running up and down the 
trench over the burning coals exactly 
as if it had been a soft carpet. All were 
unhurt. 
Among those who ventured 
was a brother of one of our party. This 
gentleman, whose nnme I am prepared 
to give privately, walked through the 
trench twice very slowly, aud described 
the sensation afterward as having been 
like walking over hot sand. 
A skeptic among us having propound­ 
ed the theory that the feet of natives 
were covered by an integument so dense 
that it was proof even against live 
coals, 
Dr. 
Pascal carefully examined 
the feet of this witness immediately 
after his performance and found the 
skin of the soles was of the uormal 
thickness of 
European feet and that 
they w’ere untouched by the fire. 
I saw 
one man deliberately pause in the mid­ 
dle o{ the treucti to pick up a handful ' 
of the flaming embers, which he then 
carried through to the side. 
A linen 
turbnu which fell from some one’s bead 
luy on the coals without igniting, as 
did the cocoanuts. The priests remained 
on the scene for about 80 minutes, dur- ' 
iug which time the two apparently pos­ 
sessed men wert held by others. 
After I 
they left the crowd was advised to cease 
ixperimeuting with the fire, aud 
no 
more patted over 
At this stage Dr. 
Richardson and myself left our stats 
and attempted to approach to the brink 
of the fiery gulf, but the heat was so j 
great that we had to turn back.— Cor 
Lahore (India) Civil aud MUitury G a ­ 
zette.

He turns round slowly, gradu­ 
ally quickening his pace (the drummei 
also keeping time), faster and faster in 
a giddy v ortex, the tray at times almost 
out of his bauds, yet so cleverly handled 
that not a grain falls out. 
It is very 
trying to watch, hut in a couple of 
minutes both stop simultaneously, and 
the man shows to the wondering spec 
tators two little heaps— one of rice aud 
the other grain— at different ^ i d s of the 
tray, which iii his sickening gyrations 
he has been able to separate by some 
extraordinary manipulation.— Pearson’s 
Weekly.

George Izambard, who has been ex­ 
perimenting in Paris with the Roentgen 
rays in the hope of adapting them to 
commercial use in the printing indus­ 
try, announces that be has succeeded in 
producing a machine for the purpose. 
He reasoned that if the X rays would 
penetrate oaken logs they ought to pen­ 
etrate piles of paper and that as photo­ 
graphs could be taken with X rays, it 
ought to be possible to reproduce a pic­ 
ture or printing through every sheet of 
a pile of paper. The invention is so far 
matured that M. Izambard is able to 
expose a pile of paper between two 
Crookes tubes and print both sides of 
all the sheets in the pile at the same 
time. He can also place a series of piles 
of paper around a Crookes tube, making 
use of the X rays by radiating them 
from a center. 
It was suggested many years ago that 
the printing of the future would be 
done by electricity, operating, not on 
single sheets, but on all the sheets of a 
pile at the same instant. Various inven­ 
tions have made some approach to 
a solution of the problem, but none of 
them has been successful in producing 
satisfactory printing. 
M. 
Iza in bard's 
first success was obtained by sensitizing 
the paper on the side that was to be 
printed with a gelatiuo bromide emul 
sion, such as is commonly used in pho­ 
tography. A pile or block of paper thus 
prepared was placed in o position of ex 
posure to the X rays. On top of the pa­ 
per was placed a copy of the thing to 
be printed. 
This copy being proof tq 
the X rays, in a trice tho thing was 
done, and on developing the pile of pa­ 
per the inventor found a copy clearly 
printed on each sheet. 
To print in this manner it is neces 
sary that tho copy or original shall bo 
nearly impervious to the Roentgen rays 
and that it shall be placed between the 
Orookos tube and the pile, where the 
rays may be directed to it. The copy is 
preferably first printed or written in 
what is called radiographic or X ray 
proof ink, composed of a material cal­ 
culated to intercept the rays. A few sec 
ouds’ exposure is sufficient to effect the 
printing through the entire pile of pa­ 
per, but it is at first invisible aud re 
quires to be developed or fixed, after the 
method of a photographer. The piles of 
exposed sheets are trundled into a red 
light room and suspended in vats, where 
the developing aud fixing liquids are 
applied. 
Rinsing and drying follow, 
and the latter may he hurried bj me­ 
chanical aud chemical means. It is ap 
parent that tho process is really a sort 
of wholesale method of photography 
with the X rays, and is printing only 
in the photographic sense of the term. 
The inventor udmits that there is u 
difficulty in printing on one side only 
of the paper, owing to the tendency (J 
the print to show through cid the re­ 
verse side. 
He proposes to overcome 
this by sensitizing the paper in stripes, 
printing the lines on the stripes and 
causing the lines on one side of the pa­ 
per to fall opposite tho spaces between 
the stripes on the other side. 
Until he 
can improve upon this method tho proc 
ess must be limited by these restric­ 
tions. To offset tliis (Irawhack there are 
peculiar advantages in the process. It is 
just as easy to print in white on a black 
ground as is black ou a white surface. 
Typewritten matter can bo reduced in 
size and reproduced, thus saving the ex 
pense of composition. 
For printing very large sheets, such 
as newspapers, M. izambard uses sev­ 
eral Crookes tubes, which are shut off 
from one another by partitions of a metal 
not easily pi nitrated by the rays. Thus 
the tubes send their rays through the pa- | 
per in nearly straight lines. The limit of

writing ink white lead iii a solution of 
gum has been found most satisfactory, 
When the matter to be printed is first 
typewritten, the metallic powder is 
viixed with boiled linseed oil. 
A peculiarity of thi.i X ray printing 
is that it affords oppoitunity for print­ 
ing copies of private or secret matter, 
without the printer’s being able to see 
or read what he is printing. A customer 
desiring copies of private matter may 
deliver his copy written in the X ray 
proof ink and securely sealed in an en 
velope. He muy also lee that the paper 
on which the copies are to be printed is 
securely sealed. Then the printing may 
be done by the X rays and tho develop­ 
ing executed without once breaking the
